1942 and during the three years reporting totals 
210, 342, and 569 cases have been made respectively for 
the years 1942, 1943 and 1944. Physicians are requested 
avoid reports inactive fever cases, 
quiescent rheumatic heart disease older persons. 
The State Department Public Health wishes elimi- 
nate much paper work possible and physicians 
should notified local health officers that only 
reports active cases should made.

Within hours, many the most prominent, useful 
citizens had been attacked with the disease. While 
many recovered, others died soon after being stricken. 
The report stated that consequence the mortality, 
many had left the city and others who remained were 
more less fears and apprehensions 
contracting it. 


NEWSPAPERS OFFER ADVICE

Indeed, 
feel that are but asking people save their 
own lives for man knows who the next victim. 

would earnestly recommend all persons avoid 
those immediate causes the disease which need but 
enumeration fully appreciated. The neglect 
relaxed condition the bowels, sleeping badly 
ventilated crowded apartments, keeping very late 
hours, inordinate indulgence taking stimulants, espe- 
cially those that easily acidify—indigestible articles 
food, such cabbage, radishes, beans, meat pies, 
raisins, fruit cake and salmon. would particularly 
recommend that persons living the city, where 
physician can all times and hours consulted, 
should not take the nostrums with which the 
munity already flooded. These persons ought sleep

After the epidemic had subsided, there was prolonged 


discussion relative its causes and effect. How many 


deaths actually unknown. certain, 
however, that there was greater demand for inter- 
ments than undertakers could supply. Many indi- 
viduals were buried friends the deceased and 
record ever made their deaths. Countless numbers 
were also simply wrapped blankets and placed 
graves dug the sandy soil. 


LOGAN MADE EPIDEMIOLOGICAL STUDY 


Dr. Logan made interesting epidemiological 
observation this time when noted that the first 
cases cholera Sacramento occurred the levee 
where the steamer, Montague, had tied up, this vessel 
having brought the disease from Panama. also 
commented the fact that veritable Egyptian plague 
flies persisted Sacramento this time. The Mon- 
tague’s mission bringing cholera Sacramento was 
continued left Sacramento the 18th Octo- 
ber with forty-three passengers, arriving San Fran- 
cisco the 22d, four days later. the 19th pas- 
senger, native Connecticut, was taken sick and was 
buried Benicia the 20th. the 21st, passenger, 
native Waltham, died p.m., eight hours after 
the onset the illness. p.m. the same day, 


woman, native Massachusetts, died cholera. 


p.m. another passenger from Massachusetts succumbed 
the disease. p.m. foremast hand, native 
Rhode Island, died. a.m., the 22d, the 
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mate died. the same hour passenger named Reed 
died the disease. When the ship reached San Fran- 
ciseo, the and four others were left sick board 
the vessel. November 13, 1850, the Sacramento 
Transcript summarized the outbreak with the words, 
our fancied heedlessness the laws 
health had become universal was health itself, but 
are happy announce that sense security begins 
manifest itself. People are returning Sacramento 
and business again evinces activity. reference 
the list deaths, will seen that the mortality 
gradually from the twentieth October 
the thirty-first when reached its maximum. From that 
time there were about equal number deaths 
November 6th when the list dropped from 24. 
From that time this, gradual diminution has taken 
place and trust, few days, shall not have 
single report.’’ 


DR. LOGAN FINDS LEAD POISONING 


Dr. Logan, upon his arrival Sacramento 1850, 
started the practice medicine from his home, which 
was the outskirts the city. Shortly afterward, 
established himself the business district and vari- 
ous times was associated partnership with other prac- 
titioners medicine the city. those days was 
customary for physicians own drug stores. one 
side the store was small stock drugs. the 
opposite side were booths with black curtains 
patients were examined and diagnoses made. 
After the personal consultation, prescription would 
filled from the counter the opposite side the room. 
For several years Dr. Logan maintained office 
this sort. attended cases lead poisoning which 
traced the use soda water, which was 
through lead pipes. saw many cases virulent 
smallpox and other epidemic diseases. Although 
maintained lucrative practice, apparent 
that his chief interest lay the diseases 
and the safeguarding the public health. Upon his 
arrival Sacramento brought with him instruments 
for measuring rainfall, humidity, temperature and 
other meteorological phenomena. had brought the 
instruments from New having formerly pro- 
cured them from the Smithsonian Institute Wash- 
ington. was greatly interested the possible rela- 
tionship between the incidence dis- 
eases and weather conditions. From the time his 
arrival Sacramento, until 1870, made daily 
observations rainfall, precipitation, direction and 
velocity the wind, humidity, and other factors which, 
upon the formation the United States Weather 
Bureau 1870, were made part the official govern- 
mental records. took active part the organiza- 
tion the California Together with 


for the organization that society, which was effected 
Sacramento April 1856. was made Chair- 
man Committee Medical Topography the 
American Medical Association and wrote extensively 
for publication. Many his articles mortality and 
climate appeared the Pacific Coast Journal Medi- 
cine the late 50’s and 60’s. was primarily respon- 
sible for the State law enacted 1858 that provided 
for the state registration births and deaths. Unfor- 
tunately, the law remained the statute books for 
only two years, its repeal becoming necessary because 
conflict over the payment fees for registration. 

layman named Lemuel Shattuck the early 50’s 
had written report published his native State 
Massachusetts, urging the organization State 
Board Health. This report still available and 
may found interest students health 
administration. isa remarkable document, not alone 
for the foresight expressed, but also for its sound rea- 
soning and technical exactness. Dr. Logan must have 
known this paper and must have been thoroughly 
familiar with its contents. known that Shattuck’s 
work was pronounced factor the establishment 
the Massachusetts State Board Health and 
tain, also, that his work played important part 
the the California State Board 
Health. 


CALIFORNIA’S FIRST EPIDEMIOLOGIST 


For many years Dr. Logan had sent letters 
physicians throughout California urging them 
send him data relative conditions climate, soil 
and other factors that prevailed when 
wrote laboriously and exhaustively upon 
the subject epidemics. His point view was based 
largely upon the theories the day, but 
nevertheless frequently expressed opinions upon 
epidemiology that were fully confirmed later years 
when the bacteriological causes many communicable 
were revealed. His interest epidemiology 
and vital the time when neither these 
subjects existed distinct entities marks progressive 
mind, and his zeal advising his colleagues relative 
his findings these subjects indicates deep interest 
welfare. 

1870 Dr. Logan’s sphere influence had grown 
extensively and had acquired wide reputation, not 
alone practitioner medicine but also promi- 
nent the State. took advantage his 
position draft bill providing for the 
organization the California State Board Health. 
The measure gave the Board little power and there 
were additional health laws that provided for any 
activities related The measure was 
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introduced Senator Burnett Santa Rosa and was 
enacted into law after considerable debate the Legis- 
lature. The act provided for the appointment seven 
physicians, two from Sacramento and the other five 
from different sections the State who shall constitute 
the State Board Health and Vital 
Appointees were hold their offices for terms four 
years. They were place themselves communica- 
tion with boards health, hospitals, asylums 
and public institutions throughout the State, and were 
take cognizance the interests health and life 
among the citizenry. They were empowered make 
sanitary investigations and inquiries relative the 
‘causes disease, especially the source 
mortalities, the effects localities, employments, 
ditions and the health, and 
they were instructed gather such information 
respect these matters they might deem proper for 
diffusion among the people. They were instructed 
devise some scheme whereby medieal and vital 
sanitary value might obtained and were instructed 
act advisory board the State all hygienic 
and medical matters, especially such related the 
construction, sewerage and administration 
prisons, hospitals, asylums and institutions. 

Section the act establish the State Board 
Health read follows: ‘‘It shall the duty the 
Board and they are hereby instructed examine into 
and report what, their best judgment, the effect 
use intoxicating liquor beverage upon 
the industry, prosperity, happiness, health and lives 
the the State.

Cireular letters were sent all practitioners medi- 
cine the State asking for the submission faithful 
weekly monthly records the more important dis- 
eases and accidents their practices.

tion. Explanatory notes and remarks from each indi- 
vidual observer were requested with particular state- 
ments covering the pathological indications afforded 
postmortem examinations, also any peculiarities 
that may have manifésted themselves during the prog- 
ress the disease, either respect epidemical 
endemical influences the marked effects remedial 
agents.

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STUDENT NURSE RECRUITMENT 


During the past year the Citizen’s Committee 
Student Nurse Recruitment, appointed Governor 
Warren has, through its staff assisted the reeruit- 
ment more than 2,500 nurses, the largest number 
student nurses ever enrolled one year the State 
California. Before the war the enrollment was ap- 
proximately half this number. 

The vast majority are members the United States 
Nurse Cadet Corps which provides free tuition, uni- 
forms and small monthly stipend. 

Information recently released indicates that the 
armed are great need nurses. Nurse cadets 
are not obligated join the armed forces, but pledge 
themselves continue essential nursing for the 
duration the war. Thus far, only per cent the 
graduates the cadet corps have entered the armed 
The requirements the armed call for 
approximately double this number. 

December the Procurement and Assignment 
Committee for Nurses held conference which plans 
were made fill California’s quota nurses for the 
armed forces. 


POSTWAR SEWAGE DISPOSAL PROJECTS 


During the month November the Bureau Sani- 
tary Engineering surveyed and compiled list post- 
war sanitation projects for the State California. 
This survey shows the need the ap- 
proximately $50,000,000 worth sewage treatment 
plants. Other costs entering into sewage systems 
bring the total the postwar sanitation projects 
$120,000,000.

The provision adequate local health service the 
less populated counties one the foremost public 
health needs the State. While the population not 
great, health facilities many the areas are 
meager that needless sickness and deaths result. 

not economically advantageous for coun- 
ties with small populations develop effective 
health service, will necessary for several counties 
combine resources and secure the services health 
officer and proper staff, have the State Department 
Health provide the service different basis. 

Approximately one-half California’s counties 
have provided greater lesser degree, health serv- 
ices full-time basis. The remaining counties 
the State which have population less than approxi- 
mately per cent that the entire State might 
well plan health districts contract one with another 
the health services needed. The State De- 
partment Health always stands ready 
assist local areas and long Federal funds are 
available, will allocated the various areas 
the State where health services are developed. During 
the present vear, approximately $650,000 have 
been made available for this purpose.
